The  birth  rate  of  20.3  (compared  with  18.0  in  1952  and  17,5 
in  1951)  has  only  once  previously  reached  as  high  a  figure.  This 
was  in  1947  when  it  was  20.9. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  for  the  twelfth  year  in 
succession  no  death  has  occurred  from  maternal  causes  and  there 
has  been  no  increase  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  births. 

\ .  Personal  Health  Services  in  the  district . 

The  personal  health  services  continued  to  be  provided  by  the 
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County  Council  and  have  proved  satisfactory  and  no  further  comment 
is  considered  necessary  in  connection  y/ith  them. 

The  ambulance  services  are  provided  by  the  Countj^  Council 
using  the  St.  John's  Ambulance  Brigade  as  their  agent.  An  efficient 
service  has  been  maintained  during  the  year. 

The  hospital  and  laboratory  services  are  provided  by  the 
Salisbury  and  V/est  Corset  Hospital  Management  Comraittee.

The  appointment  of  whole-time  clerical  assistance  to  the 
sanitary  Inspector  lias  gone  some  way  to  ineet  the  deficieheien 
referred  to  in  recent  Reports.  Only  the  minimum  attention,  however, 
can  be  given  by  Mr.  Teasdale  to  his  sanitary  responsibilities  so 
long  as  he  has  to  meet  the  heavj^  demands  his  duties  as  Surveyor  and 
waterworks  Engineer  make  upon  his  time. 

Hew  duties  and  responsibilities  v/ill  be  placed  upon  the  Local 
Authority  under  the  Housing  and  Rents  Bill  noy;  before  parliament, 

I  sec  little  hope  of  the  Council  being  able  to  meet  these  respon¬ 
sibilities  without  additional  assistance  being  made  available  to 
Mr.  Teasdale, 

(^)  Quantity.  Luring  1953,  the  water  supply  from  the  Barton 
Hill  Jell  wa^'a^oqute  for  the  town’s  needs,  although  towards  the 
end  of  the  year  the  well  levels  shov/ed  signs  of  falling  and  the 
yield  dropped  below  the  safetj?-  margin,  if  the  yield  falls  further 
during  1954  then  water  will  be  required  to  be  drawn  from  the 
Shaf  tesbury  R  .D.  C.  to  obviate  the  curtailiaont  of  the  town's  water 
supply.  The  yield  from  Barton  Hill  was  44,986,000  gallons  and 
178,000  gallons  were  pumped  from  the  Salisbury  Road  Reservoir  of 
the  Shaftesbury  R.L.C.  to  assist  in  the  re-filling  of  the  swinxning 
bath  during  cleansing  operations.

Further  road  improvements  in  the  High  Street  and  Blekc  Street 
made  it  necessari'’  to  renev^  14  service  connections  in  this  area.  The 
project  proposed  for  supplying  isolated  cottages  in  Salisbury  Road 
was  carried  out  by  means  of  a  new  one  inch  extension  and  the 
existing  supplj^  from  the  Mere  and  Tisbury  R.L.C.  was  transferred 
to  the  town’s  supply. 
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A  tender  has  been  accepted  for  the  re-laying  of  350’  of  min 
in  Coppice  Street  and  enlar^^inc  this  section  in  3”  cast  iron,  with 
new  services  and  hydrants'.  For  the  tirne  being,  therefore,  the 
transfer  of  this  section  to  the  high  pressure  mins,  in  order  to 
increase  pressure,  has  been  postponed. 

(d)  Domestic  Supply.  1,090  houses  (having  an  approximate 
population  "of  3,275)  are  served  with  a  public  piped  water  supply 
into  the  houses.  49  houses  (having  an  approximate  population  of 
170)  are  served  by  outside  standpipes  from  the  public  supply. 

All  new  services  provided  during  the  year  v^ere  wrapped  with  a 
wax  covering  against  extreme  corrosion  and  as  an  added  protection 
against  frost.  One  or  two  experimental  services  were  laid  in 
plastic  water  tube, 

5,  DRAIITACE  AND  S]T7SR/.C;E. 

The  crude  system  of  broad  irrigation  for  the  sewerage  disposal 
in  the  Borough  has  continued  during  the  year  at  llolyrood  Farm, 

Paynes  Place  and  Enmore  Green.'  The  co-operation  of  Hr.  Baker  at 
llolyrood  Farm  toward  the  proper  irrigati.on  of  the  sewerage  over  the 
land  concerned  is  reflected  in  the  fact  that  no  complaints  of 
nuisance  of  pollution  of  ditches  have  arisen  during;  tlio  year, 

A  new  12”  sev/er  vwis  laid  in  Gold  J-Till.  pew  scliemes  are 
contemplated  both  in  relation  to  the  replaceuient  of  existing 
defective  brick  sewers  and  as  extension" to  allow  for  further 
development.  The  plans  of  the  now  Shooters  Iiane  sewer  are  well 
advanced  and  the  v/ork  can  be  put  in  hand  during  1954.  in  my  opinion, 
no  additional  development  of  the  /income  Lane  Area  should  be 
permitted  until  satisfactory  sewerage  arrangements,  including  the 
enlarging  and  extension  of  Barton  Rill  sev/er,  ha. s  boon  effected. 

4.  public  cleansing-. 

(a)  House  Refuse.  The  Council  undertakes  a  weekly  kerbside 
refuse  collection  on  two  dajrs  each  week.  Many  of  the  refuse 
containers  put  on  the  kerbside  are  not  only  totally  inadequate  and 
insanitary,  but  are  most  unsigh 'fcly  and  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that 
the  Council  will,  at  an  early  date,  enforce  the  provision  of  proper 
refuse  containers  in  order  to  terminate  this  unfortunate  advertise¬ 
ment  of  sanitary  deficiency. 

The  controlled  tipping  of  refuse  at  Salisbury  Road  has 
continued  during  the  year. 

(b)  salvage .  The  waste  paper  collection  is  still  carried  out 
by  a  private  firm.  A  limited  amount  of  extraction  of  waste  metals 
at  the  refuse  tip  has  been  carried  out. 

5.  RIVERS  AITD  STREALIS  POLI.UTION. 

No  material  improvement  can  be  expected  until  a  comprehensive 
new  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  the  Borough  has  been  effected.  The 
cleaning  out  of  certain  sewage  silted  ditches  in  the  Long  Cross  area 
was  carried  out  during  the  year, 

6.  SHOPS  ACT. 

The  Borough  Council  is  the  responsible  Authorit3/'  for  the 
administration  of  the  Shops  Act  1950  v/ithin  the  Borough,  Insufficient 
attention  is  given  to  these  duties.  The  total  number  of  inspections 
carried  out  during  the  year  were  onl5/'  15,  although  the  number  of 
shops  within  the  Borough  obviously  exceeds  this  figure.

The  Barton  Hill  open  air  swimming  bath  proved  as  popular  as 
ever  in  spite  of  inclement  weather  during  the  season.  3,440  persons 
were  admitted  during  the  season  which  docs  not  include  the  daily 
use  made  of  the  bath  by  organised  school  groups* 

The  installation  of  a  larger  circulating  pump  gave  a  greater 
change  of  water  and  a  higher  degree  of  filtration.  The  installation 
of  a  now  automatic  flow  chlorinator  stabilised  the  chlorine  and 
inhibited  algae  formation,  with  the  result  that  less  emptying'  of 
the  bath  for  cleansing  purposes  v/as  required. 

Regular  bacteriological  samples  of  v/ater  from  the  swimaing 
bath,  when  in  use,  gave  satisfactory  results. 

10*  MOVEABLE  PV/BLLINQS. 

One  temporary  caravan  site  was  licensed  during  the  year  as 
temporary  housing  accommodation  during  building  operations  on  a 
new  housing  site.  In  my  Report  for  last  ^rear  I  drew  attention  to 
the  unsatisfactory  conditions  at  the  Shov/field,  Christy’s  Lane,  as 
a  result  of  its  uncontrolled  use  for  camping  purposes. 
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It  is  impGrativcj  that  hard  standings,  an  adequite  number  of 
water  supply  points  with  drainage  and  sanitary  convoniencos 
connected  to  the  sewer  should  be  provided  if  this  field  is  to  be 
used  for  the  siting  of  moveable  dwellings. 

11.  VERP/HNOUS  IREivUSES . 

Three  premises  were  treated  during  the  year  for  flea 
infestation. 

12.  PRIilTOTTION  OP  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS . 

The  duties  of  the  Council  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  bj'' 

Pests  Act  1949  are  carried  out  in  the  district  by  the  ITorth  'jorset 
Joint  Rodent  Committee  whose  activities  cover  the  five  districts 
in  North  Dorset  and  the  Beaminster  Rural  District,  The  work  of 
this  Committee  in  the  Borough  has  proved  satisfactory  during  the 
year.  The  sewers  of  the  town  have  appeared  to  become  increasingly 
infested,  but  the  explanation  probabl^^  is  that  as  more  manJiolos 
have  been  constructed,  more  efficient  testing  of  hitherto  inaccessible 
brick  sewers  has  been  possible.

Although  the  number  of  house  inspections  carried  out  by 
the  sanitary  Inspector  totalled  336,  the  majority  of  these 
were  in  relation  to  Council  houses  in  his  capacitj?'  as  Borough 
Surveyor  and  no  material  progress  has  been  made  in  connection 
with  the  systematic  inspection  of  sub-standard  property  in  the 
Borough, 

There  has  been  some  improvement  in  the  housing  conditions 
in  the  Borough  during  recent  years,  not  only  by  the  provision 
of  new  houses  by  the  Council  and  by  the  erection  of  a  limited 
number  of  houses  by  private  enterprise,  but  also  by  the  purchase 
of  subr-standard  houses  vacated  by  persons  moving  into  Council 
houses  by  owner-occupiers  who  have  effected  many  improvements 
on  the  sub-standard  property''  either  upon  purchase  and  before 
accommodrition,  or  by  gradual  stages  during  occupation.  iTevorthe- 
less,  there  are  still  manjr  properties  in  the  Borough  which 
cannot,  under  present  day  standards,  be  considered  to  be  fit  for 
human  habitation.  49  houses  in  the  Borough  have  onlj^  outside 
standpipes  from  vdiich  they  obtain  their  V'/ater  supply. 

Only  two  new  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  during 
the  year  compared  v/ith  22  during  the  preceding  year,  and  7 
families  were  re-housed  compared  with  26  last  year. 

The  present  number  of  new  houses  provided  is  not  3^et 
adequate  to  meet  the  housing  needs  of  the  district,  having  in 
mind  the  number  of  persons  who  will  have  to  be  re-housed  from 
sub-standard  'accommodation  ¥/ithin  the  next  five  i/ears.

Special  attention  was  paid  to  those  during  the  year  and, 
although  the  standard  of  hygiene  in  hotel  and  restaurant  kitchens 
was  generally  satisfactory,  a  considerable  amount  of  work  v/as 
necessary  in  one  or  two  cases  to  bring  the  premises  up  to  the 
minimum  standard  required,  pried  fish  premises  in  the  Borough 
leave  considerable  room  for  improvement  and  action  has  been 
called  for  in  respect  to  these  premises. 

Although  it  is  appreciated  that  uiost  licensed  houses  have 
hot  water  facilities,  a  systematic  inspection  of  glass  \vashing 
facilities  is  desirable.  Sanitary  accommodation  of  such 
premises  has  improved  over  the  past  few  years  and  further 
improvements  at  certain  houses  are  contemplated.
